The Taiwan provincial aeeembly, with the concurrence of Governor Ch’en, 
has Just author! red the construction of a branch railway line from Chikuto to 
Naivan, a distance cf 12.3 kilometers. The purpose 1 b to provide an outlet 
for the rich mineral and forest resources of this region. Surveying fill be 
completed within a month, after which the line is to be built in the shortest 
possible time. 


The new line will have two stations, two Jong and 17 ehort bridges, and 
one tunnel 80 meters long. Grades will not exceed 2.5 percent. 


A total of US $277,000 for material and 26 billion Taiwan yuan for labor 
will be required. This will be supplied by loans from industrial firms and 
the of Taiwan, to be repaid out of operating revenues according to a 
schedule fixed by the provincial assembly. 
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
